group of southern senators formal- 
ly organized today to block senate 
action on the FEPC bill 


At a meeting in the office of 


Senator Byrd (D-Va),

Huey Long's time threatened on 
Capitol Hill as the senate plunged 
into a knock-down, drag-out fight 
on the dynamite-packed bill.

The brain of the nazi suicide. Dr 
Robert Ley, whose word was law 
over all German workers, had 
been diseased "for years." an 
Army post-mortem had disclosed. 


Army institute of pathology 


scientists who examined the brain 
after it was

Germany, icvealcd last night they 
found a "long-standing degenerate 
process" that was "sufficient . . . 
to have impaired Dr. Ley s mental 
and emotional faculties." 


They showed this reporter the 


brain that once directed the seiz- 
ure of all trade unions in the 
Reich and sought to indoctrinate 
all workers with the ideas of the 
fuehrer.

disease process was most marked 


m the frontal lobes—the part 
that controls emotions and think- 
ing 


"The degeneration could well 


account for his aberrations (un- 
soundness) in conduct and feel- 
ing.1' they said in their report 
based on whole and microscopic 
studies of the organ. "Normally 
the frontal lobes are requisite for 
complex types of thinking . . . 
and they exercise a restraint on 
emotional impulses." 


Rather than face trial as a war

October in his cell at Nuernberg, 
fashioning a noose from strips of 
GI toweling.

Small Nations to Get 


Part in Treaty Work 


London, Jan. 18.—(AP)—Secre- 


taiy of State Byrnes today an- 
nounced assurances by the United 
States, Russia and Great Britain 
that proposals of the smaller Eu- 
ropean nations would receive the 
"fullest consideration'' by the great 
powers in drafting European peace 
treaties. 


Byrnes released the text of an 


exchange between the American 
and French government His an- 
swer was on behalf of the three 
great powers which agreed at Mos- 
cow several weeks ago that, in ef- 
fect, the United States. Russia and 
Britain would write the treaties 
for Italy. Romania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland.

Workers Plan Strike 


Seek Tighter Law 
To Control Spread 


Of Bang's Disease 


Springfield, III, Jan. 18.—(AP) 


—A revised Illinois law for con' 
trolling Bang's disease among cat- 
tle ''still is a compromise between 
political expediency and efficient 
disease control." Dr. G. W. Jensen 
of Antioch said today. 


In a prepared speech at the 64th 


annual meeting of the Illinois 
State Veterinary Medical associa- 
tion, Dr. Jensen added: 


"The law makes no provision, 


until July 1, 1947, for control of 
the intrastate movement of untest- 
ed animals from badly infected 
herds. 


"One reason given was that com- 


pulsory testing would slow up the 
process of cattle trading. It ia 
well established that this unregu- 
lated traffic in infected and ex- 
posed cattle always has been tha 
chief cause of spreading Bang's 
disease throughout Illinois." 


Dr. Jensen said methods out- 


lined in the law for preventing im- 
portation into Illinois of infected 
or exposed animals are "confusing 
and ineffective." 


Recommending a state appropri- 


ation for a continuous research 
program, he said Bang's disease 
has become a "serious health haz- 
ard" because of its danger of caus- 
ing unduiant fever in humans. 


Enactment of state legislation 


for control of rabies in Illinois was 
advocated m a prepared address 
by Dr. A, K. Merrirnan of Spring- 
field. 


He recommended licensing and 


annual vaccination of all dogs, de- 
struction of _ unlicensed and stray 
dogs, and strict 
enforcement of 


quarantine regulations.

NEA's ethics committee for 2 p. 
m., but there was no indication 
here whether Johnson would ap- 
pear. 


Dr. Virgil Rogers, chairman of 


he ethics committee, said he had 
a receipt for a registered letter 
nviting Johnson "to show cause 
vhy he should not be dropped from 
NBA membership. 


Otherwise, he said, nothing has 


been heard from Johnson, who was 
asked to appear "in the light of 
ladings" made by a special NEA 
committee that investigated the 


ihicago school system last year. 
Rogers, who is superintenden' 


of schools at Battle Creek, Mich., 
said the hearing would go on re- 
gardless of whether Johnson ap- 
pears. 
He said members of the 


.nvestigating committee and some 
Chicago citizens, whom he declined 


to identify in advance, would be 
heard. 


Probe Begun in 1944 


An investigation of "personaj_ 


practices" in the Chicago schools 
was begun in Nov., 1944, by a com- 
mittee appointed by the NEA's Na- 
tional Commission for the defense 
of Democracy Through Education. 


The commission's report, issued 


last May, asserted "some of the 
personnel practices in the Chicago 
mblic schools are undemocratic 
aid even fascistic in nature." 


Criticisms made of Johnson in 


,he report formed the basis of 
nearing called by the ethics com- 
mittee today. 


The report said Johnson and the 


Chicago board of education "re- 
iised to cooperate with the inves- 
tigating committee" and quoted a 
resolution adopted by the board 
saying the investigation was in- 
spired by certain local groups try- 
ing to discredit the city school sys- 
tem.
